SECTION 1. That Article IX. of Chapter is 17 is hereby 
repealed and replaced with a new Article IX. of Chapter 17 
of the Municipal Code of the City of Fort Wayne, Indiana 
entitled "Buses, Trucks and other Heavy Vehicles" which 
includes the following language: 


ARTICLE IX. BUSES, TRUCKS AND OTHER HEAVY EQUIPMENT 





DIVISION 1. BUSES 


Sec. 17-77. Intercity buses - Routes. 





Any intercity common carrier of passengers, duly 
authorized to operate upon the streets of this city, shall 
operate its vehicles and maintain and provide service only 
upon the routes as numbered and described in Schedule 15, 
maintained on file in the office of the Traffic Engineer. 


Sec. 17-78. Same - Loading zones. 





No intercity common carrier or passenger vehicle shall 
stop, stand or park within the business district of this 
city, except at the loading zones described in Schedule 16, 
maintained on file in the office of the Traffic Engineer. 


Sec. 17-79. Other city buses - Routes. 





Any common carrier or passengers, other than intercity, 
duly authorized to operate upon the streets of this city 
shall operate its vehicles only on the routes prescribed in 
the franchise agreement between this city and such carrier. 


Sec. 17-80. Same - Loading zones. 





Every common carrier or passenger vehicles, other than 
intercity, shall stop for the purpose of loading or 
unloading passengers within this city only at either | (1) 
loading zone from time to time duly determined, designated 
and signed by the Board of Public Safety, or 


(2) In the absence of such a duly determined, 
designated and signed loading zone, in any block at such 
place in the block as the operator of such vehicle shall 
determine from time to time to be in the safety and 
convenience of the passengers. 
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Sec. 17-81. Restrictions on loading and unloading buses. 


No common or contract carrier or passenger vehicles 
shall load or unload any passengers until such vehicle is 
parallel to the curb and not more than one foot distant 
therefrom, except when prevented from so doing by an 
obstruction or other condition beyond its control. If there 
is no curb, all loading and unloading shall be done in such 
a manner as to cause no obstruction to the regular flow of 
traffic. 


DIVISION 2. TRUCKS 


Sec. 17-82. Definitions. 





For the purpose of this ordinance, the following terms, 
phrases words and their derivations shall have the meaning 
given herein. When inconsistent with the context, words 
used in the present tense include the future, words in the 
plural number include the singular number, and words in the 
singular number include the plural number. The word "shall" 
is always mandatory and not merely directory. 


(a) "City" is the City of Fort Wayne. 
(b) "County" is Allen County, Indiana. 


(c) "Deviating Truck" is a truck which leaves and 
departs from a truck route while travelling inside the 


city. 

(d) "Person" is any person, firm, partnership, 
association, corporation, company or organization of 
any kind. 


(e) "Truck" is any vehicle designed or operated for 
the transportation of property, and which is licensed 
to carry a combined body and load weight exceeding 
30,000 pounds. 


(f) "Truck Route" is a way over certain streets, as 
designated herein, over and along which trucks coming 
into and going out of the City must operate. 


(g) “Residential Area" is a combination of contiguous 
city blocks having the majority of land use patterns 
whose primary use can be seen as residential in nature 
as described in the Zoning Map maintained on file in 
the office of the Traffic Engineer. 


Sec. 17-83. Application of Regulation. 





All trucks within the City shall be operated only over 
and along the truck routes herein established and on the 
other designated streets over which truck travel is 
permitted, and shall be driven over the shortest practical 
route upon such routes and designated streets. 


(1) Exceptions. This Ordinance shall not Prohibit: 
(a) The deviation of a truck from a designated 


truck route as provided for in section 17-85 of 
this Ordinance. 
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(b) The deviation of a truck from a designated 
truck route providing the truck: 


1). hassan origination point. not on a

(£) Farm vehicles. The operation of farm 
vehicles when loaded with farm crops having a 
point of origin within the County or a point of 
destination within the County upon truck routes 
and designated City Truck Routes. For purposes of 
this ordinance, any truck hauling farm crops is a 
farm vehicle loaded with farm crops. 


(2) Truck traffic in residential areas prohibited 
during certain hours. Trucks shall not be operated in 
or through a residential area between the hours of 10 
o'clock p.m. and 6 o'clock a.m., excepting designated 
Thru Truck Routes (State Truck Routes), and as 
described in Section 17-83 (1) Exceptions (a), (b),

destination. Said truck shall deviate from the City 
Truck Route at the nearest point to its destination. 
Upon leaving the first destination point a deviating 
truck shall proceed to other destination points by 
using the nearest City Truck Route which allows said 
deviating truck to proceed in the direction of its next 
destination point. Upon leaving the last destination 
point, a deviating truck shall return to a city Truck 
Route by the most direct route, and then proceed to 
return to a Thru Truck Route (State Truck Route) at its 
nearest intersection to the City Truck Route upon which 
it is operating so as to proceed upon such City Truck 
Route and Thru Truck Route over the shortest possible 
route to its next destination. 
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(2) Trucks originating inside the County. 





Outside destination point. All trucks, on a trip 
originating in the County, and travelling in the 
City for a destination point outside the City 
shall proceed by the shortest direction over a 
Thru Truck Route (State Truck Route), or on a City 
Truck Route. 





(3) Trucks originating inside the County. 


Inside destination points. All trucks, on a trip 
originating in the County, and travelling in the 
City for destination points in the City shall 
proceed only over Thru Truck Routes (State Truck 
Routes) or over City Truck Routes. 





Sec. 17-86. Truck loads causing litter. 


No person shall drive or move any truck or other 
vehicle within the City unless such vehicle is so 
constructed or loaded as to prevent any of its load or 
contents from being blown or deposited upon any street, 
roadway, sidewalk, alley or other public place; nor shall 
any person drive or move any vehicle or truck within the 
city, the wheels or tires of which carry onto or deposit in 
any street, roadway, alley or other public place any mud, 
dirt, sticky substances or foreign matter of any kind. 


Sec. 17-87. Truck parking restrictions. 


The driver of a vehicle with an overall length of more 
than twenty (20) feet, or with an overall width of more than 
seven (7) feet, six (6) inches, shall not park such vehicle

Article IX shall be completely reviewed by the proper 
city governmental authority upon completion of each leg of 
the new Fort Wayne Bypass and that Tillman Road, from 
Lafayette to the east city limits, will be reviewed on 
February 14, 1991, as City Truck Route. 


Sec. 17-93. SEVERABILITY. 





If any provision or term of this chapter, or any 
application thereof, is held invalid, the invalidity shall 
not affect other applications of the provision or terms of 
this chapter which reasonably can be given effect without 
the invalid provision or term for the application thereof.
